NEW YORK, June 5.—America, 
weary with the intricacies and in- 
trigues of European politics, has 
looked with a rather indifferent 
eye on what iy happening and is 
to happen at Geneva this month. 
Commissions of experts are hold- 
ing sessions to lay the founda- 
tions for a scheme of world dis- 
armament. The Council of the 
League is to meet and will discuss 
the problem of carrying out the 
Locarno agreement. The commis- 
sion which is to recommend ways 
of reorganizing the League Coun- 
cil eo that Germany can become a 
permanent member is to hold an- 
other session. They are not at- 
tracting as much attention as 
many” parleys of leas significance 
once did. 

Yet all these conferences are 
worth watching—and watching 
closely. Out of them—aend those 
which will follow in the autumn— 
will come decihions which probably 
will be of immense importance in 
our foreign affairs as well as our 
domestic politics. If President 
Coolidge is able to carry through 
the campaign he has undertaken 
at Geneva his success undoubtedly 
will have @ large effect on the next 
Presidential canvass. 

Furthermore, the future of the 

of Nations ts vitally in- 
volved. It may prove to be, the 
agency through which great quar- 
rels may be settled and great world 
issues be resolved: it may crack 
under the strain of the quarrels 
put upon it and be radically 
changed, or it may be pushed aside 
by the diplomats and made a mere 
debating society while the real set- 
tlements are negotiated outside. In 
all these possibilities America—the 
greatest power not in the 
hag a vital interest. 


LEAGUE NEEDED 

Here are some of the factors 
that figure in a strange situation 
which the statesmen are handling 
very carefully because of its ex- 
plosive possibilities:

To make this detachment all the 
more certain Mr. Coolidge put in 
his Memorial Day address these 
highly significant words: “Europe 
has the League of Nations. That 
ought to be able to provide those 
countries with certain political 
guarantee@ which this country does 
not require.” 


MAKE LEAGUE EUROPEAN 
(3.) This shrewd stroke of Mr. 
Coolidge has come at the mo- 
ment when the League is engaged 
in a bitter quarre] over the ques- 
tion of whether Europe shal! con- 
tinue to dominate it or whether 
more power shal] be given to oth- 
er parts of the world, tga 
the Western Hemisphere. 
American republics are 
ing three seats on the Council-— 
and some insist that at least one 
permanent seat shall be given to 
an American nation—while China 
insists Asia is entitied to more 
representation. On the present 
Council] there are six Buropeon 
members and only three outsiders. 
Mr. Coolidge quite openly invites 
the Buropeans to make the organi- 
zation their own and make it the 
instrument of their security treet- 
jew. And the readiness of the Lat- 
in-American countries to follow 
our lead on disarmament indicates 
they might not put many obstacies 
in the way of such an outcome. 
(4.) This move from Washing- 
ton also coincides with «a strong 
campaign in France and elsewhere 
in Europe to split the League into 
regional bodies, so that Europe 
can take care of its own affairs and 
America its affairs, while other 
parts of the world gs be under 
some sort of tutel Promoters 
of this idea are r sntful of the 
fact that American and Asiatic 
nations now have a chance to in- 
terfere in European settle- 
ments while urdpeans cannot 
have anything to say about Amert- 
can e@ffairs because of the Monroe 
Doctrine.

Moralistic and Corwentional Are Closing Their Minds 


Imaginative Literature Be 


Twe principles must be conceded 
if we are to view lWterature with 
tolerance. First, that the author 
of a serious work of; imaginative 
literature is a crea artist and 
that hie book is a work of art and 


muet be judved as such. We may 
ask: Has the author revealed pro- 
fundity, sincerity? Has he told 
his truths concerning life memo- 
rably? Has he written with such 
@loquence and such sweep of the 
imagination as to carry with him 
the finely penetrating mind of the 
reader who is attuned to ell that tis 
beautiful? We may not ask: Ie this 
Tt reading for the young girl? 
Will it shock the sewing ? 

The second principle is, that 
being a work of art, a piece of 
imaginative literature, such as fic- 
tion or ry or drama, is not a 
tract. he author is under no ob- 
ligation to expose the evil of the 
world, to exalt the good, to teach 
moral conduct nor to exhort his 
readers to conformity with ac- 
cepted custom. 

e ie to do his creative work 
unharapered, in his own way. Our 
Part ie mot to lay down the rules 
nor dietate the content, but to say 
whether the work is well done or 
not. If the author has a narrow 
expe of life, a shallow con- 
ception of ite meaning, @ false be- 
lief as to the nature of man, if he 
mistake evil for good, or good for 
evil, he will inevitably expose al! 
these deficiencies, and even though 
he epeak with the tongue of men 


ané@ of is, there will be a 
false note will invalidate his 
work. For shallowness and par- 


rowness and falsity and senguality 
are self-destructive. They no 
critic to condemn them. 

This does not mean thet an au- 
ther must write only of the true, 
the beautiful and the good. Art 
cannot be absorbed merely in the

Along with this frankness is the 
spirit of disillusionment about life.

And authors, as being 
the best means of expression the 
agg has yet found, are question- 
ng. 

So the new books, especially the 
new fiction, differ from the old in 
being more frank, more plain spo- 
ken. And/they differ in being freer 
from prefonceived ideas of how 
people should act, in being less 
moralistic and didactic, in being 
more ready to cut loose and seek 
new anewers to old questions. Di- 
dacticism, says the art-for-art’s- 
sake author of the period, kills art. 
Not what men d¢hould do and feel 
and aspire to, but are the materials 
of art. Thus art ie divorced from 
ethics, as it is divorced from mor- 
al codes and from moral propa- 


ganda. 

Of the older schoo! of writers 
Ludwig hn gays: 

“They wrote not to interpret re- 
ality but to illustrate a superim- 
posed theory of right and holy 
living.” And, reluctantly, we have 
to admit that this is largely true. 
Even George Eliot let didacticism 
stultify her art. © Maggie in 
“The Mill on the Floss.” She 
could not, in the end. elope with 
her lover, because neither she nor 
the author of her being dared to 
go against their conscience—which 
defeated self-sacrifice. So she gave 
up Stephen and went back to dull- 
ness from which only a cataclysm 
like a flood could rescue her.

But the authors who are causin 
all the discussion haturally as 
who is to say what life is. Must 
this be left to the romanticiset, 
like Kathleen Norris, tells again 
and again the Cinderella story? Or 
to the indefatigable writer of mys- 
tery stories involving the detection 
of criminale—etortes that are alto- 
gether alien from truth or beauty 
or sincerity or reality’ And as 
for the “destruction of ideals the 
world has carefully preserved,” if 
they cannot withstand the assault 
of serious writers, perhaps it is 
time for them to go. 


Mrs. Rinehart, who voices the 
usual objections and may be fairly 
considered as the mouthpiece of 
the unenlightened reader, goes on: 
“They show the life of the body, 
insistent and often sordid, and with 
a sort of indecent hon they 
violate the sanctuary of the human 
mind and expose it in print.” 

The profound student of life 
blinks at this. To him honesty may 


or may not be decent—decency it- 
self hase questionable value. And 
as to “violating the sanctuary of 
the human mind and exposing it 
in print,” that ts what the psy- 
chological novelist at his best Is 
trying to do. 

If zou like you may refuse to 
read Fannie Hurst, whose jack of 
fastidiousness is so apparent in her 
new book, “Appassionata.” You 
may turn away from Dreiser's “An 
American Tragedy.” because you 
femand etyle in your fiction and 
because your taste ie offended by 
his\choice of subject and his plain 
speaking. You may, likewise. de- 
cline to admit Aldous Huxiey to 
your home and may cut D. H. 
lawrence and all his works, as you 
do Sherwood Anderson, calling both 
sex-Obeessed. af they are.
